A prominent lumber dealer of this 
city, with extensive interests at San 
Pedro, was approached by a Ties 


however, no firm or individual to whom 


should be given to any private person 
or firm. Iam fully convinced that a 
great ae railroad is 
coming upon us before 
long, and “that it must seek an 
outlet to the sea at San Pedro. We 
have had, heretofore, to give big sub- 
sidies for whatever railroad connection 
we have secured; but that franchise, I 
fancy, would be about as satisfactory a 
sudsidy as we could give the road now 
coming. I am advised by San Ber- 
nardino es, who are watching 
things very closely, that the Atlanticand 
Pacific is pretty certainly coming this 
way. The lines, after leaving the Cajon 
Pass, all strike out across the table- 
lands instead of toward San Bernardino, 
and it looks a great deal more ke a 
Los Angeles road than a C. S. road. 
Now, if the A. and P. comes here, it 
must get to deep water at San Pedro, 
and to do that advantageously it must 
get into that 723 feet. It can come in 
there, too, in spite of the Southern 
or any other monop- 
The laws of the State 
compel"a railroad to allow a competing 
road to cross, or even run over, a por- 
tion of its track when necessary, upon 
payment of half the vost of the strip of 
road thus used. A railroad might also 
come into this 723 feet through the 
franchise of the San Pedro Lumber 
Company, which favors any new road. 
The Rattlesnake Island outlet has the 
same objections now as when the South- 
ern Pacific Railroad decided against 
it. To run out two or three 
miles upon a peninsula, with no chance 
for teaming, would be poor policy; and 
the government would doubtless stop 
any bridging of the channel. I do not 
think the Kerckhoff-Cusner Lumber Co. 
are suffering at the hands of General 
Banning more than all others. I have 
a precious poor opinion of Banning's 
methods, but cannot find out that he 
charges this company a cent more than 
anyone else. They claim to pay 81.47 74 
per M. charges on their lumber. _ The 
San Pedro Lumber Company find that 
it costs them $2.25 per M. to handle 
lumber on their own wharf. I don’t 
think the Kerckhoff-Cuzner Company 
would lessen expenses by having a 
wharf of their own; but if they could 
get hold of the desired franchise and sell 
it out in a few months for $40,000 
or $50,000 for a railroad outlet came in, 
I could see where they were i 
than the Board of 
opposed, and think all our . 
citizens are, to giving away hastily the 
best and almost the only inducement 
we have to offer a transcontinental 
railroad. If we find the railroad 
doesn’t want it, that will be time

Death of a — Old Citizen. 

On the 24th day of last December 
there died at Los Nietos, in this county, 
one of the very oldest native Califor- 
nians in the State. His name was 
José Maria Romero. He was over 100 
years of age, or, as near as his friends 
could make out, about 108 years old, 
and that was the age his family gave to 


the parish priest at San Gabriel, when 
he was buried, December 26, Señor 
Romero saw the foundation ot the new 
San Gabriel Mission, and was present, 
with his father, at its dedication, where, 
he told the writer of this some years 
ago, he remembered seeing the late ven- 
eruble Dona Eulalie de Guillem, who 
died a few years ago at a very ndvanced 
age, who was there with her husband 
and two or three small children, al- 
though she was still quite a young 
woman (doncella). 

Don José was a brother of Mrs. Ver- 
dugo, the wife of Don Julio Verdugo, 
the former owner and grantee of the 
Verdugo or San Rafael rancho; also of 


Mrs. Carpenter, of Old Los Nietos, and 
of the mother of the late Mrs. Wm. 
Wolfskill, and was therefore related to 
the Verdugo, Dominguez, Lugo and 
Wolfskill families, and their descend- 
ants. It used to be very interesting to 
listen to his account of the old and 
primitive times here in Southern Cali- 
fornia, when the Missions of San Ga- 
briel, San Fernando and. San Diego, 
and the pueblo of Los Angeles were in 
their infancy. Senor Romero became 
very infirm during the latter part of his 
life, though he retained the use of his 
senses nearly up tothe last. H. D. B.
